I, should therefore 
again emphasize by way of con- 
cluding this informal talk that tho 
foreign policy of our Government 
is to he on terms of peace with all, 
and that our domestic policy Is to

It may seem ‘peculiar 
to American ‘and English 
people that a,movement of this 
kind has not yet existed In Ger- 
many, but it is a fact that most 
Germans until very recently wore 
completely jgnorant concerning 
[the ~osaibilities ‘of the week-end. 
A few owners of. motor-cars, 
motor-bicyeles and bonts-occasion- 
ally remained in the country over 
Saturday . and Sunday, « but they 
were oxeeptions. 

Last year Dr. Scholtz, one of 
Berlin’s burgomasters, published 
an appeal in a leading newspaper 
here for the introduction of the 
week-and. Considerable op}osi- 
tlon, however, arose among busi- 
ness men and storekecpers, the 
former. averring that the Germans 
must work harder than other na- 
tlons ‘because they bat the war, 
while the Jatler deel: ned it to be 
impossible to close the stores ‘on 

Saturday afternoons because this 
was the, only time ‘when working 
classes could make their 
chases. 

Shorter Hours Proposed, 

But afew prominent: men" con- 
tinued to Inbour for the populariz- 
ing of the week-end. “We do not 
merely’ want people who are phy- 
sically fit but we also want people 
Who are full of joy,” dechired 
Prof. Dr. Herman Altrock, sports 
professor at the University of 
Lefpaig, who spoke im favour of 
shorter working hours coupled.
